FROST IN WISCONSIN. 
A TERRIBLE ORDEAL. 


M adison, May 23.—Ice was frozen a 
quarter of an inch thick in water-buckets 
in neighboring towns this morning, but 
no serious damage lo vegetation is any­ 
where reported. 


O conomowoc, May 23.—Quite a severe 
frost visited this section last night, freez- 
i ng water three-eights of an inch thick. 
Strawberries, grapes, and other small 
fruits are thought to be injured. Tender 
vegetables are also ruined. 
M enasha, Wis., May 23.—Yesterday’s 
advices from points on the Wisconsin 
Central road, north of til is place, report 
a severe snow’ storm continuing througii 
the day. This morning ice formed to the 
thickness of a quarter of an inch. Home 
apprehension is felt for the fruit crop, 
but the prevailing opinion is that nothing 
serious may be anticipated. Croi»s are 
looking well. 
W atertow n, May 23.—There was a se­ 
vere frost in this section last night and 
this morning. No particular damage to 
vegetation is reported, and fruit trees ap­ 
pear uninjured. 
Baraboo, May 23.—A very severe frost 
visited this section last night, doing im­ 
mense damage to the fruit crop, which 
promised abundantly. Ice formed nearly 
one-eighth of an inch in thickness. 
M ilw aukee, May 23.—Reports from 
the interior of the State say that the re­ 
cent heavy frosts have done great injury 
to fruits. 


JENNIE CRAMER. 


New’ Y ork, May 23.—The Times’ New 
Haven (Conn.) special says: This, the 
twenty-first day of the Malley trial, has 
unquestionably brought much relief to 
the prisoners, it beiug evident that the 
State’s-attorney has failed to prove that 
Jennie Cramer was killed by arsenic ad­ 
ministered by either James or Walter 
Malley or Blanche Douglass. There can 
be no doubt but that it was a disappoint­ 
ment to Mr. Doolittle that the second 
confession made by Miss Douglass was 
ruled out. 
Mr. Doolittle has failed 
to show that 
Walter 
Malley had 
any arsenic in hv» possession later than 
about ten months before Jennie Cramer’s 
death, and it was then pretty certainly 
used to free the Malley stables from rats. 
Arsenic has not been traced to either 
James Malley or Blanche Douglass. The 
most that the State has shown is that the 
prisoners were with Jennie up to about 
seven hours before she was found dead 
on the beach, and that they had opportu­ 
nity to give her poison. 
Dr. Painter, the gentleman who has 
most assiduously labored on the case 
since the moment of his appointment as 
one of the jury of inquest, was again 
called to the stand by Mr. Doolittle for 
the purpose of testifying as to what had 
been James Malley’s testimony before the 
jury of iuquest as to what he said his 
father said to him, and as to his move­ 
ments that Friday night. The witness 
testified: “James said that his father 
said to hun, ‘Where were you last night?’ 
Then,

himself, 
he 
said 
that on Saturday morning his father said 
to him, ‘It was a good thing that you were 
at borne Fnday night.’ ” 


L ittle Rock, May 23.—The first news 
of the disastrous effects of the cyclone in 
Polk county, in the southwestern portion 
of the State, seventy miles from any rail­ 
road, in a sparsely settled section, reached 
this city this morning. Polk is just north 
of Sevier county, and the storm was a 
fierce one. Dr. McDaniels’ farm is near­ 
ly ruined, and his wife seriously injured 
by Hying timber. Scott Lindsey’s entire 
family were badly injured. Mrs. James 
Davis will die. Every house on Barber’s 
farm was blown down. A number of 
housos and outbuildings were carried 
away. Every bedstead in McKmgbt’s 
house wa9 broken, but none of the aleep- 
ers were injured. 
C. A. Wilson, of Irons Fork, eight or 
ten miles north of Dallas, gives an ac­ 
count of the mangling of tile Linier fam­ 
ily. The house was lifted into the air 
and h»rn to pieces. The storm struck tho 
family about ll o’clock at night, tearing 
their clothing from them, leaving them 
until next day naked, wounded, bleeding 
aud some dying in the wind aud ram. 
Two httte children were killed. 
Mr 
Luner’s arni was broken, a little girl s 
leg was broken, and all were badly bm is 
ed. It is feared that Mrs. Luner will 
not recover. 
Neighbors are repairing 
Luner’s farm, and will probably save tile 
crops. 
The course of the storm, as far as heart 
from, was attended by destruction every 
where.

General Howe, in his letter to Congress 
recommending the abolition of postage 
upon newspapers and magazines, says 
“It may well be doubted if the whole 
people get as much information of public 
affairs from the volumes gratuitously 
thrown at them by the government as 
they d j from newspapers and magazines 
which they purchase and pay for.” The 
postmaster general recites other consider­ 
ations which lead him to the conclusion 
that “Congress may at the present time 
safely abrogate all discriminations be­ 
tween subscribers to newspapers and mag­ 
azines, and send the same through the 
mails without charge, wliether such sub­ 
scribers live within the county of publi­ 
cation or out of it.”

In \uy own experience, I have found 
among those who seemed the most rock­ 
less and hardened some spot in the 
heart that was vulnerable, some chord 
that can be toadied.

prisons, a man sat before me with a face 
almost demoniac in its expression ; it 
was a face that repelled aud yet attracted 
me; it was what some one lias called 
tile “ attraction of repulsion.” As he 
fixed his eye on me, cold and steely, 
with tho cynical curl of the lips and a 
sneer, lie almost fascinated me, and I 
thought of Coleridge’s lines in the “ An­ 
cient Mariner,**— 
“ He held him with his glittering eye.” 
My wonder was, Who eau he he ? Evi­ 
dently a man of large brain, of more 
than average intelligence ; and while he 
fascinated, lie embarrassed me. 
The 
thoughts that flashed through my mind 
while I was speaking were, “ I can not 
move this man, my words fall on him 
like soft snow on a rock. 
I wish he 
would not look on me.” I became al­ 
most confused, and saw a smile pass 
over his face—a half-contemptuous smile 
—as if he wore conscious of the power 
he possessed. 
Seemingly, by concen­ 
trating all his powers of will, he had 
almost gained control of me. 
I turned 
from him with an effort, and said 
“ There may be some before me who 
think they are hardened, are past feel­ 
ing ; God only knows whether they are 
or n o t; but often we cultivate that hard­ 
ness, when the world turns against us.

lK>rn in 
Gorhals, city of Glasgow, Scotland, 
August 20, 1819, and came to this coun­ 
try in 1H41. 
After a short residence in 
this city he went to Dundee, Kane 
Couuty, 111., and ran a e-x>per shop 
there for several years. 
Ho was ap­ 
pointed Deputy .Sheriff’, and, having 
good success, was induced in lHp.i to 
accept the same position under William 
L. Church, then Sheriff’of Cook County. 
Iii 1851 ho was appointed detective, tho 
first Chicago ever had, by Mayor Gur­ 
ney. 
In 1853 he organized his detec­ 
tive agency, which hasbeen in operation 
ever since, and is now famous the world 
over. 
Ile was called upon by I‘resi­ 
dent Lincoln to organize the secret ser­ 
vice of the United States for the Army 
and Treasury departments. 
Ho re­ 
mained in charge of the government de­ 
tectives at Washington and with the 
Army of the Potomac, under the Secre­ 
tary* of War and Generals Burnside, 
McClellan, and Hooker. 
At his own re­ 
quest, in 1803, he was transferred to tho 
Military Division of the Southwest under 
Major General Canby, and remained 
there till tile close of the war, 
with 
headquarters at New Orleans. 
In the 
meantime his Chicago agency had been 
run by Edward Bucker, and, when the 
chief returned, the agency was imme­ 
diately reorganized. In 1865 be started 
an office in New York, of which Robert 
A. Pinkerton is now superintendent and 
in 1866 he opened another in Phila­ 
delphia, of which Robert J. Linden is 
the present superintendent. 
There are 
350 employes in the different agencies, 
all drawing salaries, and none of them 
are permitted to receieve rewards or 
gratitudes of any kind. The Chicago 
office is the headquarters, and there 
Allen himself, with his 62 years, can 
daily be found, being on hand early in 
the morning, aud always attentive to 
Ills duties.

Mr. Patton, tho expert witness in the 
Fond du Lac case, has finished his testi­ 
mony.
